By  incrt'4iing  the  ceiling  price  of  farm  tm* 
plemenit  by  one-rightb.  or  twelve  and  a half 
per  cent,  ihe  Dominion  is  supplying  another 
spur  to  those  forces  which  make,  not  for  price 
control,  but  for  inflation.  'I  he  farmer  now 
Will  want  more  for  his  products,  and  he  will 
be  clearly  entitled  to  that.  When  the  farmer 
gets  more,  his  customers  will  find  the  cost 
of  living  has  risen  ami  they  will  )oin  the  band- 
wagon.  Prices,  wages,  goods,  all  will  move 
up.  and  most  men  will  give  as  their  excuse 
the  legal  twelve  and  a half  per  cent  increase 
on  the  cost  of  farm  implements 

One  would  have  thought  that  194(1  would 
have  hern  the  year  in  which  C anada  would 
lower  all  costs  to  the  farmer,  in  so  far  as 
that  could  be  done.  The  country  is  appealing 
to  the  ume  farmer  to  increase  his  production, 
to  work  harder,  to  turn  out  more  and  more 
food,  so  that  Canada  will  have  something  to 
export  to  a very  hungry  world  We  ffote  the 
reason  given  at  Ottawa  for  the  ceiling  boost, 
but  feel  that  it  will  prove  to  be  only  one  side 
of  the  picture  It  is  the  other,  the  result  end. 
which  will  concern  everyone,  and  in  his 
own  pocket. 

How  far  docs  the  Dominion  intend  to  go 
with  these  ceiling  "enlargements" f Is  it  en- 
gaged in  putting  up  all  prices,  or  will  it  stop 
thorr  of  that  with  a numbered  list  of  con* 
cessions  to  certain  interests’  All  of  the  farm 
machinery  and  implements  made  in  Canada 
in  the  course  of  twelve  months  could  only 
be  a very  small  fraction  of  (he  metals  output, 
in  any  event. 

The  test,  of  course,  will  be  the  result-  Will 
(he  farmers  like  it^  We  doubt  that  they  will. 
We  expect  that  they  will  argue  that  this  is 
a blow  between  wind  and  water,  in  a year 
when  they  w'erc  being  asked  to  serve  their 
country  once  more  by  redoubled  efforts.  In 
fo  far  as  general  prices  are  concerned  there  is 
no  mistaking  the  result,  up  we  go  again' 

Atlantic  Air  Service 

I ate  this  year  (he  trans  Atlantic  air  service 
sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Government 
through  Trans-Canada  Air  l.inei  is  sched- 
uled to  broaden  into  a full  commercial  ierv> 
ice.  with  four-rngined  Douglas  planes  capable 
ol  carrying  40  passengers  across  the  VOOO 
mile  route  to  the  United  Kingdom  The  an- 
nual report  of  the  Trans-Canada  Air  l.inei. 
interesting  in  many  directions,  is  nowhere 
more  to  than  in  its  reference  to  this  oceanic 
aervice.  Stares  (he  annual  report,  and  w'e 
quote:

Forty  Atlantic  Fansenjeem 

The  plans  laid  for  the  full  assumption  of 
oceanic  flight  acrou  the  Atlantic  will  be 
watched  with  interest  in  this  country  The 
new  Dougiaates.  with  four  Rolls  Royer  eng- 
ines made  in  Great  Britain,  will  be  much

Naval  I niforiTiH  ^ 

It  seems  that  a change  in  the  traditional 
"round  rig"  of  the  Canadian  sailor  is  un- 
likely Following  a questionnaire  distributed 
among  its  naval  ratings  by  the  United  Stales. 
Canadian  naval  authorities  decided  to  do 
likewise,  although  whv  Ottawa  should  al- 
ways be  following  the  lead  of  other  countries 
is  nor  easy  to  understand.  There  had  been 
no  requests  for  a change  by  Canadian  sailors 
— or  at  least  no  public  mention  of  any  such 
request  — who  by  all  accounts  take  pride  in 
the  colorful  skin-tight  vests  and  wide 
trousers  that  have  charactenred  British  tan 
for  a good  many  years 

Preliminary  reports  from  this  area  indicate 
that^Csquimali  ratings  want  to  keep  their 
present  uniforms.  The  "round  rig"  is  so 
popular  in  fact  that  some  bailors  who  wc.ir 
the  "square  rig  ' -the  garb  worn  by  such 
as  cooks,  stewards  and  writers — have  put  in 
a preference  for  the  more  picturesque  uniform 
of  the  orclin.iry  seamen  While  it  mav  be 
a matter  for  the  .sailors  themselves  to  decide, 
the  average  man  in  the  street  will  ss-elcome  a 
continuance  of  the  uniform  that  pleases  the 
eve  and  gives  such  a launtv  air  to  our  naval 
ratings. 

Reaction  so  far  of  United  Stales  sailors  has 
been  similar.  There,  some  demand  for  a 
change  had  arisen,  but  Washington  admirals 
now  fmd  it  originated  with  reservists  and 
not  With  permanent  \ sea  going  personnel. 
America  went  so  far  as  to  design  a new  uni- 
form. which  it  IS  reported  has  roused  the  ire 
of  true-blue  serving  navy  men.  who  are  now 
agitating  for  retention  ol  ihcir  bell  bottomed 
trousers  and  wide-collared  jumpers.
